Premier Oliver, iu the Legislature this afternoon, moved 
a resolution asking the Lieutenant-Governor to submit the Govern¬ 
ment Control Bill to the House and outlined some of thg more 
salient features of the proposed Government measure. 

The Premier quoted precedent in support of his action in mak¬ 
ing the measure one introduced by the Legislature instead of a 
straight Government measure. Ue felt, he said, that since the 
mandate of the people had been registered on October 20 in favor 
of Government sale and control of liquor, that the Act should be 
the result of careful consideration and co-operation of all repre¬ 
sentatives in the House. 

Premier Oliver urged every mem¬ 
ber to work In the best interests of 
the Province as a whole and to for¬ 
get party Issues in framing this leg¬ 
islation. which, he said, was un¬ 
doubtedly the most important ques -1 
tion now before the House and the 
people of British Columbia. 

Wants All Views Expressed 

He warned the Mouse that he ex¬ 
pected the Leader of the Opposition 
to adopt the same att/ltude towards 
the (lovernment and the liquor con¬ 
trol question as had been exhibited 
by Mr. Bowser during the general 
and by-election campaigns. There¬ 
fore, he said, without enlightening 
the House as to Just what he meant, 
he was going to be prepared. 

“All during the election cam¬ 
paigns,” said the Premier. “I was 
urged and challen^pd to announce 
our policy. 1 adhered to the princi¬ 
ple that the Act must be the product 
of the united efforts of the whole 
House, and I am still of this opinion.

“Certified seed poutoes are 
potatoes which have been of¬ 
ficially Inspected In the growing 
crop and after digging and found to 
conform to certain definite stand¬ 
ards. These sUndarda are set by 
the certifying agency. 

“Some growers In this Province, no 
double where special favorable con¬ 
ditions exist, will specialise in cer¬ 
tified seod potato production. Oth- 
era It is hoped, will grow enough 
certified seed potatoes for their own 
use, and by so doing will be able to 
Improve the quality of the table 
stock which is ao necessary at the 
present time. 

“With the advent of certified seed 
potato, production In this Province 
will automatically raise the stand¬ 
ardisation of varieties, since certlfl- 
cation will be restricted to a few 
standard varieties. 

Restrict to Two Varieties. 

“The market requires a uniform 
product. If good markets are to be 
obtain^ It Is absolutely essential 
that standard varieties be grown. 

“In this Province, where climatic 
conditions vary so much within 
comparatively short distances. It is 
Impossible to standardise as closely 
as la being done In Ontario, neverthe¬ 
less, such district could at least un- | 
dsrtake the growing of one or ai 
limited number of standard varleUss; ! 
and until this is done the potato In¬ 
dustry of this Province Is bound to 
be a failure. When a variety has 
been recommended for a district It 
Is up to the growers to grow that 
variety and no other, even If they 
do not think they are getting as 
good yields from It as their nelgh- 
j bor.

Th* variety Is for example 
Irish Cobbler, which has, perhaps, 6 
to 10 per cent, or even more of mix¬ 
ture. Generally the mixture Is of a 
much later maturing variety. The 
truck gardener plants this variety 
early. At that time there la little 
warmth In the soil, hence the later 
maturing varieties are slower In 
starting Into growth than Is the 
Irish Cobbler variety. The result 
Is an uneven germination and few. 
If any, tubers of the later varieties 
have set when those of the Irish 
(Gobbler are ready for the early mar¬ 
ket. It Is evident that the grower 
la a direct loser In proportion to the 
amount of mixture In the seed plant¬ 
ed. If the yield is six tons to the 
acre, with a six per cent, mixture, 
he sustains a loss of over 700 pounds. 
This would mean a serious financial 
loss on a crop of early potatoes. 

Value of Qoe4 Beed. 

“The use of good seed Is one of the 
determining -factors In the produc¬ 
tion of maximum crops of potatoes. 
The question of what constitutes 
good seed la one concerning which 
people greatly differ. However, the 
following deflnlUon Is a good one: 
Somewhat Immature tubers, reason¬ 
ably uniform Iq slae and shape, with 
bright skin, free from scab and 
Rhlsoctonla. firm and sound. 

“The superiority of Immature tub¬ 
ers over mature ones for seed has 
not yet been fully recognised In this 
country. The European growers, on 
the other hand, have long realised 
that other things being equal, larger 
crops can be produced from Imma¬ 
ture than from mature seed.

At a meeting of the directors of 
the Victoria Automobile Club held 
Thursday night in the club's head* 
Winch Building, at which

"It is poor policy to pay money 
into an automobile club or any other 
organization if you are not getting 
something in return," says Secretary 
R. R. Webb, of the Victoria Auto¬ 
mobile Club. With the automobile 
owner It is a question of getting 
something tangible for the dues he 
pays each year, and if a club is run 
on business lines he Is always as¬ 
sured of securing this result. 

A Good Opportunity 

The promoters of the Victoria 
Automobile Club were swayed by this 
important consideration when they 
decided to form themselves into a 
club that would place Victoria in a 
position second to none on the Fa- 
eifle Coast for club efficiency.

"A closed car maintains very fast 
speed on the most windy day, where 
an open car would have to battk the 
winds every step of the way. This

APPEALS FOR 

NEWJNjSSION BOAT 

Rev. J. H. White, Superintendent of 
Methodist Miaaions in British Colum¬ 
bia, writes In the Christian Guardian 
of the loss of the mission boat, 
Thomas Crosby on December 4 last 
near Skldegate, Queen Charlotte 
Islands. In concluding bis article he 
says: 

Two things I should like to make i 
plain: 

1st No possible blame can attach 
to our men. We hace auffered from 
a peril of the sea which no skill or 
foresight can avoid. Abundant con¬ 
firmation has been received of this, 
if any were needed. I have sailed 
many trips srlih Capt Oliver, and 
there Is no man on the coast to whose 
skill and care I would rather commit 
myself in any weather 

8nd. It Is absolutely essential that 
some provision be made for carrying 
on the work. It will always be at¬ 
tended with danger and hardship, 
especially on the more exposed parts 
of the coast. But the needs are great 
and the Methodist Church has never 
yet turned from a field because of the 
difficulty or danger of working IL 
Eivery one who has ever made a trip 
on one of our boats, has been Im¬ 
pressed by the needs of these lonely 
to our men. We have suffered from 
ticulariy true of the late Mr. Allen, 
who made several trips on the Crosby. 
We shall leam by experience the best 
type of launch for the several sta- 
I tlons and shall always have to face 
the possibility of accident. But our 
I flahermen and loggers are facing 
these perils every day. and we shall 
not show less courage than they. 

It may be that this unfortunate 
accident will call the attention of the 
church, not only to the needs of the 
I work, but to the devotion to duty of 
our heroic missionaries, both men and 
women, who glndly suffer toll and 
hardship that thsy may carry the

London, Feb. 12.—Excises offend 
by women who for the first time 
have just been called to sit as Jurors 
in Old Bailey, the world’s famous 
criminal court excited a good deal of 
laughter in that usually sedate place. 

Twenty-four women were sum¬ 
moned for jury service in criminal 
cases and mixed juries were formed 
with, in at least one case, a woman 
serving as foreman. The charges 
included murder, arson and man¬ 
slaughter. 

The women appeared quite as 
anxlqus as men to avoid service on 
the juries. "I’m too nervous.” was 
the plea of one. "Pm not strong- 
minded enough,” said another. She 
was excused. 

Others pleaded inability to leave 
houseworlt shopping, business, care 
of babies or sought to evade service 
on the ground of their owm illness 
or that of members of their families. 
"I know one thing we women will 
do,” said on© jury-woman after sit¬ 
ting in the court for a half-hour. 
"W© will make the lawyers wear 
clean wigs and have better man¬ 
ners." 

Others, after their first appearance 
In the jury-box. made suggestions 
that women jurors should b© com¬ 
pensated for disruption of their house¬ 
hold routftie and that "light refresh¬ 
ments” should be served during the 
aifterhoon court sessions. 

Those In the courtrooms seemed 
to regard the spectacle of women 
telling their true ages, in most cases 
without noticeable hesitation, the most 
surprising part of the novel procedure. 
On© was eighty-three and was ex¬ 
cused.

The fingers can be fin¬ 
ished off afterwards, the ends of 
the side finger tips are reached. 

When the side pieces are In the 
glove/sbould be spread out and the 
fur back carefully joined to dhe cloth 
back. The front of the fingers is 
then closed, and the whole glove 
joined down the eldes.

For Unlined Glovee 

The novice, however, will find It 
Infinitely simpler to make a complete 
unlined cloth glove either with fingers, 
or without, and neatly applique the 
fur on to the cloth- Any soft piece 
of tweed or Melton cloth answers 
the purpose. The method'of making 
a pair of motor gloves wtth fingers 
is as follows: 

Spread the cloth on a drawing- 
board, the selvedges lengthwaya^hen 
lay the paper pattern on the ^oth 
and secure it here and thera with 
drawing pins. Mark the thumb bole 
out first of all. being carefgl to fol¬ 
low the lines of the pattern with 
great accuracy, and using tailor’s 
chalk for the purpose. Then draw 
all round the fingers and hand, tbsa 
mark the base of the fingers with 
a dot of white chalk, and when the 
pattern is removed draw a line from 
tips of the fingers to the point. 

Reverse the pattern for the other 
hand, then mark out the thumb, being 
very careful to reverse the pattern 
in this case also, otherwise It wilt 
be found there are two thumbs for 
one hand.

Beatrice reached Vancouver thia ‘ 
afternoon, convoyed south by the 8a)> » 
vago stcamahip Algerine. According' 
to Captain J. W. Troup, manager of 
the lirlUsh Columbia Coast Steam*' 
ship Service, the Princess Beatrice Is i 
expected to reach Ksqulmalt to-mor- ' 
row. when she will Immediately be 
hauled out by Yarrows. Ltd., for ea- j 
aminatlon and survey. I 

Although no announcement hns • 
been made regarding the placing of i 
the repair contract. It is considered 
most probable that Yarrows. Ltd., 
will be given the work. 

Forefoot Damaged. 

In running ashore at Stoop Island, 
Bull Passage, at the southern end of 
Texeda Island, the Princess Beatrice 
seriously damaged her forefoot and 
shipped water rapidly. Getting clear. 
Captain Boyce drove his command 
with all possible speed to Tucker Bay. 

At one time the vessel said to 
have had four feet of water in her 
hold. The passengers were promptly 
transferred. 

The ealvors got to work as soon os 
the Algerine arrived on the scene, 
A temporary canvas patch was placed 
over the damage forward and the 
craft was then enabled to proceed to 
Vancouver. 

The repair contract will necessitate 
the replacing of the forefoot, and new 
planking will have to be fitted before 
the ship is again seaworthy. The 
full extent of the damage will not be 
disclosed until after the ship has 
been hauled out here. 

Tees On Run. 

It Is expected that the Beatrice will 
be out of commission for several 
weeks. Replacing the damaged 
steamship on the northern run. the 
Tees will be dispatched from Van¬ 
couver Tuesday night. No arrangc- 
znents have been made for the Tees, 
other than the one trip.

TAKE THE WATER 
IN EARLY MARCH 

Wallace Shipyards Putting 
Finishing Touches to Gov¬ 
ernment Freight Line 

North Vancouver. Peb. 12.—While 
BO definite date has yet been set f«Mr 
the launching of the Canadian Sklr> 
znlsher, now nearing completion at 
the Wallace Shipyards, it was stated 
by one of the officials of the yards 
yesterday that the big freighter 
would probably be ready to slide 
down the ways on or about March 
10, Work on the vessel has been 
somewhat retarded lately owing to 
bad weather conditions, but there Is 
little doubt as to the completion of 
the contract on scheduled time. 

The Canadian Skirmisher shares 
with the Canadian Highlander, re¬ 
cently launched from the local yards, 
not only the honor of being the largest 
vessel to be launched from the Wal¬ 
lace Yards, but the largest to he 
launclied on Burrard Inlet. Both 
vessels are identically the same. 
Following are the particulars: — 
Length. 413 feet; beam, 53 feet; 
depth mid., 31 feet. The Skirmisher 
Is designed to carry a cargo of 8,400 
tons on a draught of 26 feet and is I 
also designed to develop u speed of 
IIH knots (loaded). Forty-six of¬ 
ficers and men constitutes the crew, { 
for which commodious quarters are; 
provided fore and aft. ('argo la 
handled by means of twelve steam 
winches, ten of these operating 
through ten-ton derricks and two 
through twenty-ton derricks. Her 
propelling machinery consists of 
triple expansion reciprocating en¬ 
gines. three cylinders, measuring 27 
inches by 44 Inches by 78 Inches, with 
a stroke of 48 Inches and pressure of 
180 pounda The engines are capable 
of developing 8,000 indicated horse¬ 
power. 

The Canadian Skirmisher is being 
constructed for the Canadian Govern¬ 
ment merchant marine and will con¬ 
stitute a worthy addition to the 
fleet, as the local yard has earned, 
by reason of highly satisfactory per- 
fonnances given by local built ves¬ 
sels. the reputation of having turn¬ 
ed out some of the finest thus far 
launched from any yard in the pro¬ 
vince.

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COMPLETION HAS BEEN DELAYED 


FOR Ell SERVICE 

Craft Now Breaking Up on 
Vancouver Island Reefs 
Had Famous Career 

In all the stirring marine history In¬ 
cidental to a century of development 
In Alaska, no chapter Is more romao- 
Inc or Interesting than the life of the 
wooden steamship Dora, sais Railway 
and Marine News, which vessel met 
her fate off the rocky coast of Van¬ 
couver Island. She had Just complet¬ 
ed forty years of constant service In 
the Northland and while meeting with 
many mishaps, especially along the 
dangerous coast of the Aleutian Is¬ 
lands and the Alaska peninsula she 
had seelningly borne a charmed life. 
During her long career she had 
pioneered the way for her early own¬ 
ers, the Alaska Commercial Company. 

Like her sister ship, the Bertha, she 
was named in memory of the wife of 
one of the prominent founders of the 
cunipany. The Dora and the Bertha 
were built in 1880 for the Alaska 
trade, originally operating out of Sun 
Francisco. They both were In the 
service of the A. C. Company when 
the Klondike rush of ’98 completely 
changed shipping conditions In the 
North and diverted the traffic to 
Seattle, which .became their home 
port. 

P'ollowlng the complete re-organl- 
xatlon of the A, C. Company, which 
retired from ocean service and con¬ 
fined its operations to the Yukon 
River, both the Dora and Bertha be¬ 
came the property of other companies, 
and while the Bertha was wrecked 
sori\e years ago the Dora had become 
part of the fleet of the Alaska Steam¬ 
ship Company, and was asalged to 
service along the sparsely settled 
Alaskan peninsula ana the Aleutian 
Islands. It was while in this service 
that the staunch little vessel with her 
crew and a few passengers encount¬ 
ered a severe storm and her forward 
deck and house became so thoroughly 
coated with solid ice that her stern 
was lifted from the water to such a 
height that the propeller became use¬ 
less and In this condition she drifted 
ba(;k and forth In the North Pacific, 
at times nearly reaching Japan and 
again almost coming In sight of the 
North American continent. The ves¬ 
sel was long given up as a total loss 
with all its passengers and crew when 
she suddenly limped Into Port Town¬ 
send several months overdue. 

After the mall service performed by 
the boat was cancelled It was Impos¬ 
sible to further operate her on the 
Alaska peninsula route and she was 
brought to SeaiUe and sold to the 
Behring Sea P'ianeries Company, and 
it was In the service of thie concern 
on the way to Dutch Harbor that she 
struck the rocks on December 20 and| 
later slipped off into fifty-two feet of 
water and Is reported as a total 
wreck. 

Thus ends the career of the most 
famous of all the pioneer vessels op¬ 
erating to Alaska prior to the greu’. 
rush.

this morning by R. B. Teakle. mana¬ 
ger of the Canadian Government 
Merchant Marine Limited, who is In 
the city In company with Captain 
I Tedford, marine superintendent, on 
1 a tour of Inspection. There will l)e 
, twelve vessels, each of 8,800 d.w. tons 
i In the Pacific operations, but as soon 
j as established or a new line can be 
I shown to hold promise of proving 
I a successful commercial proposition, 
other V('8sel8 will be provided. At 
present the C. G. M. M. Limited on 
I the Pacific is devoting Its efforts to 
' general cargo carriage, though the 
I steamers have limited passenger ac¬ 
commodations. The matter of pas¬ 
senger vessels is one for future con¬ 
sideration and decision. 

No New Servieet. 

Mr. Teakle, In discussing general 
matters and policies, stated thAt he 
was not In position to name any defi¬ 
nite new services, and In this connec¬ 
tion the company would adhere to its 
principle of making no announce¬ 
ments or statements until It was 
actually ready to undertake such new 
servicea Insofar as any PaciBc 
Coastal proposition was concerned 
It would. If undertaken, be handled 
entirely by the C. G. M. M. Limited 
; through the general agent on the 
Pacific, B. C. Keeley. Mr. Teakle 
was Inclined to feet that ser\'Ices 
with rallfomla. Mexico or South 
America would come under the deep 
sea classification anyway, and denied 
reporta In connection with the Prince 
Runert and George. 

Regarding future operations and 
nrospects of business he said that he 
had been In steamship work for many 
years and had never !)efore experi¬ 
enced conditions such as exist at 
present. Things were In a bad shape 
al! over the world. He expected to 
see them brighten tip In the future, 
h?it would not make any hazard as 
to when one might expect a change. 

Ssys C. G. M. M. Paying. 

"No snne steamship man would 
care to predict when the change can 
be expected.” he said. 

Speaking of the operations of the 
ships on the Pacific since the Incep¬ 
tion of the ser\'lce, he said that they 
had proven successful. Voyage re¬ 
ports of the vessels In operation had 
shown profitf. 

"The r. O. M. M. Limited Is pre¬ 
pared to give ships to Vancouver as 
fast as the demand can he taken care 
of, provided they will give commercial 
retuma,” said Mr. Teakle In con¬ 
clusion. "We Intend to maintain the 
monthly ser\’lre to Australasia, will 
start the Oriental servlca as soon as 
possible, and will continue to pro¬ 
vide a regular India service. We In¬ 
tend to operate four vessels on each 
of these runs. The Australasian 
ships will be oil burners." 

Mr, Teakle will be In the city until 
Monday next. He Is accompanied 
hy Mrs. Teakle.

Seattle, Feb. 12.—A boyoolt against 
American vessels flying the shipping 
board flag Is threatened by Vancou¬ 
ver. B. C., shippers as a result of the 
decision that hereafter all cargo ship¬ 
ping board vessels out of Canadian 
ports must be paid for In American 
money. 

When this decision was made 
known to Vancouver shippers yester¬ 
day It tnet with a hostile reception, 
according to advice received by Se¬ 
attle lumber and marine officials last 
night from the British Columbia 
port. This advice said: 

"This hostile sentiment ran all 
through the local shippers to-day 
when it was announced that In fu¬ 
ture all United States shipping board 
boats would collect United States 
funds on cempetltive cargoes out of 
Canadian ports. Competitive cargoes 
hero are taken to mean lumber, salm¬ 
on, wheat flour, etc., while pulp and 
herring are still considered to be on 
the open list 

"Local shipping companies are re¬ 
joicing over the move, as thsy claim 
that It will drlTS more business their 
way. Two prominent business men 
set out this afternoon to sign up 
every shipper In the dty against 
using nnlM States Shipping Board 
vessels for any cargo of any kind. 

'’Never has the Canadian shipper 
been as Indignant over the actions 
of the United States Shipping Board 
as they are here to-day and being 
thoroughly aroused It is doubtful If 
United States shipping board boats 
will be able to secure much cargo 
here from now on.**

WELL KNDWN PURSER 
IN EARLIER DAYS 

George McKinley, With Long 
Service Record, Passed 
Away Last Night 

George McKinley, former seafaring 
man, and well known along the Brit¬ 
ish Columbia coosL passed away last 
night at the home of James Forrester, 
52 Sims Avenue. A native of On¬ 
tario, the late Mr. McKinley came 
out to British Columbia in 1889 and 
entered the sealing trade which at 
that time was In a nourishing state. 
He shipped from this port in the 
Mary Ellen, which was then under 
the commaind of Captain W. H. 
^Ttlteley. 

L^ter he became purser of the Bar¬ 
bara Roscowits and held the post 
aboard that ship for many years. 
While he was serving on the Barbara 
Boseowlts the vessel came to grief 
on two occasiona The first mishap 
to the craft occurred off the mouth 
of the Skeena River when the ship 
was commanded hy Captain Sleol, 
the Boseowlts crashing on a reef 
when in the grip of a (lowerful tide 
rip. and sinking. She was purchased 
by a syndicate of Victoria men. 
headed by George McGregor, who 
hud her raised and again put Into 
the coastal acrvlce. Mr. McKinley 
was again on the ship as purser, 
sen'ing on her until 1904, when she 
was wrecked a second time with 
Captain Warren in command, south 
of Alert Ray. with the loes of several 
lives. The B. C. Salvage Company 
again undertook the salving of the 
ship, but although successful In the 
task, the hulk was thought to have 
passed her period of usefulness, and ' 
was taken to I.Jing Cove In Esquimau 
Harbor, where she now reposes. Fol¬ 
lowing the loss of the' Boseowlts, Mr 
McKinley shipped on the Vadso, an¬ 
other old-timer in the coast'shipping, 
njid other vessels. 

Twelve years ago. suffering from 
in-health. Mr. McKinley gave up the 
seafaring life, and took up ranching 
at Thetis Lake, near Colwood.

Hospitals of British Columbia are on their last legs financially 
and will have to turn people sway, shut down or turn their build¬ 
ings into boarding houses, unless they get assistance, members of 
the B. C. Hospital Association told Vernier Oliver and members 
of the executive to-day.

Hospital Needs Recognized. 

“I recognize your needs and the 
good work you are doing and will 
take this matter up at the first meet¬ 
ing of the Cabinet. But I want you 
to realize that somebody has got to 
pay and that somebody is the public 
which objects to paying. 

“I want to dissipate the Idea that 
the Government can do things if It 
only will. It altogether comes to 
our ability to meet your requests.” 

Broader Than Taxpayers. 

James Forman suggested hospital 
areas throughout the Province, the 
people of each area to pay their owm 
costs. He said he hoped that the 
vision of the executive would bo 
broader as regards hospitals. * 

“I can assure you that the vision 
of the executive is far broader than 
the vision of the taxpayer,” replied 
the Premier. 

Even Cities Frightened. 

"If you say people are as anxious 
to pay for hospital support why is 
It that your municipal councils are 
afraid to levy the necessary tax¬ 
ation? 

"I think myself that hospital treat* 
ment should be Provinc4r-wide. 1 
don’t see how It can be done eqult* 
ably on any other basis. I can assure 
you I will bring this up at the first 
meeting of the executive. 

Liable to Censure. 

Joseph B. Clearlhue, M. P. P.. who 
Introduced the deputation, explained 
that cost of living has increased and 
that hospitals are now unable to 
finance themselves. 

“if we did not come to you at this 
time we would be open to a vote of 
censure both from you and the people 
this I*rovince, as we have reached 
the'slaga where hospitals cannot give 
adequate service,” said Dr. H. C. 
Wrlnch, of Hazelton, president of the 
B. C. Hospital Association. 

"Our sources of income, such as 
:>atient8' fees and voluntary donations 
save been depleted. Some people are 
snable to make use of the hospitals 
because they cannot afford to pay 
Lbe fees.” 

Cannot Get Supplies. 
l>r. M. T. MacF'achem. general su¬ 
perintendent of the Vancouver Gen- 
iral Hospital, said that temporary 
Immedlato relief should be arranged 
to that the hospitals could get sup¬ 
plies from tradesmen.

Present Three Plans. 

The delegation presented this re¬ 
solution to the Government:

“Whereas the public hospitals of 
our I’rovince have almost without 
exception come to the point w'here 
they are confrontetl with heavy de¬ 
ficits or else are*6criously handicap¬ 
ped in their work from lack of suit¬ 
able buildings, equipment i>r staff; 

“And whereas this very gravu con¬ 
dition has supervened in spite of 
every effort having been made to pro¬ 
vide sufficient funds by all the usual 
methods; 

“And whereas under these condi¬ 
tions it is obviously only a matter of 
a very short time before further 
credit will he refused the hospitals 
by banks and tradesmen; 

“And whereas it is inconceivable 
Umt such a contingency should be 
permiitecl to occur; 

“We. the British Columbia Hospital 
Association, respectfully turn to your 
honorable body with the following 
proposals as the only reasonable so¬ 
lution of our problems; 

“Firstly, that the Frovincial-Gov¬ 
ernment be requested to disperse 
forthwith the deficits of the public 
hospitals of British Columbia until 
such time as a better and more per¬ 
manent financial policy for financing 
said hospitals is adopted; 

“Secondly, that the present scale 
of per capita grants from the Pro¬ 
vincial Government be doubled until 
such time as a measure is brought in 
providing for a mf>re permanent and 
adequate system of financing hos¬ 
pitals; 

“Thirdly, that the Government be 
requested to bring in a measure at 
the very earliest opportunity to pro¬ 
vide by a universal basts of. taxation 
for the ade<iuate financing of all 
hospiuils receiving aid under the 
“Hospital Act.**

“Despite the fact that at last year’s 
Synod 1 mentioned these objectives 
in detail, pointing out no less than 
three times in the course of my ad¬ 
dress that the executive had com¬ 
bined the action of the Synod of 
1919' with the new appeal, that ac 
cordingiy ail that might be subscribed 
over and above the $60,000 for sti¬ 
pends and the $25,000 for the Cen¬ 
tral lYind, would be devoted to the 
Cathedral Buildings* scheme—thus 
providing for the application of all 
monies over the $85.000—and in spite 
of the fact that the Synod endorsed 
this decision of the executive with 
particular reference to these details, 
parish after parish has misunder¬ 
stood the situation. We have had a 
number of applications for a share 
In the amount which jYarlshes have 
contributed over their allotments, but 
the allotments were a minimum, and 
only after these were raised would 
there be anything for the Cathedral 
scheme, which we must all remember 
had generously given way to other 
claims. 

“The new demands of the parishes 
were a good thing, however, for they 
betokened a newly awakened Inter¬ 
est. But the parishes that did well 
for the A. F. M. need have no fear. 
The money you wlU have given to 
this good cause Is not going to hurt 
the parish.

The Continuation of the A. F. M. 

“As was pointed out in all the A. 
P. M. literature, the flnaRclaJ cam¬ 
paign was to be only one aspect of 
the movement. The service of giv¬ 
ing having been successfully inaug¬ 
urated, the church will now brace 
herself for the sotting forward of 
the other alms of the movement. 

“Immediately upon the concinslon 
of the financial canvass a central 
committee was appointed to study 
this question. This committee re¬ 
ported to the House of Bishops when 
it met in Winnipeg in September 
last. On my return to the Diocese 
I called together the Evangelistic 
Council and at the beginning of Ad¬ 
vent I was able to send to each in¬ 
cumbent our carefully thought-out 
suggestions regarding the new stage 
of the A. F. M. 

Fsllewahip 

“The key-note of these suggestions 
is ’Fellowahiit.’ By the bonds of 
friendliness and fellowship we want 
our membership to go forth In every 
parish not only to win the causeless 
and Indifferent but to strengthen 
what is already being built up. The 
church and her services must always 
bo the centre of power for our work. 
Thera God chiefly gives His forgive¬ 
ness. His inspiration and His 
strength. But there are many In 
every parish who will only appreciate 
this, when It Is interpreted for them 
through what Is called human Inter¬ 
est. The truth is that?while God 
is ever adored by the holy angels 
in heaven, on earth His will Is largely 
accomplished through men and wo¬ 
men. 

“What we desire Is. that Just as 
men and women called upon every¬ 
one In the parish for their financial 
assistance, so now, leaving out all 
reference to money, they should pay 
them a vist% in the spirit of friendli¬ 
ness. The point of contact may well 
be an invitation to come to service, 
or in the first Instance to some other 
parochial gathering: the goal would 
be that the one visited should be¬ 
come one in the ‘Fellowship.’ 

“Some of the clergy, I know, are 
finding the suggestions helpful. 1 
venture to hope that they will be 
given an honest trial in every parish 
or mission. Let no one say. “this 
Is not for our parish: our mission 
is too scattered, too large, Is not the 
land that qflll appreciate such plans. 

“All this wsLs said, and a great 
deal more was thought along similar 
lines, when we first talked of the 
financial carapalgiv Under God, we 
have proved it was a mistake In 
parish after parish; let us not be fear¬ 
ful of doing so again. We are not 
asking for slavish following of the 
suggestions. Make what adaptatiortk 
are necesaarj', but let every parish try 
honestly and prayerfully the Church 
Fellowship campaign. I have been 
everywhere struck with the renewed 
Interest In the ahurch and her ser¬ 
vices which Is api>earlng In practically 
every parish. There are many new 
people coming into our territory, and 
we must make them welcome. The 
tide is turning again and many who 
have been careless are now wanting 
help. Others are watching and wait-

I.ast W'eck we introduced to our 
Junior readers the Street Names 
Contest—wherein It was cxplalne<I 
that one and all are invited to Iook 
up the circumstances under which 
the various streets of this city and 
district were named—and to write 
a short essay on the name of any ono 
of those streets. 

Vancouver, Helmcken and Menzics 
Streets were cited as examples, but 
there are literally hundreds of others, 
all of which bear names of historical 
or other vivid interest in the develop¬ 
ment of our Emplre-I>omlnion or 
I’rovince, as the case may be. 

In ‘‘Place Names of British Co¬ 
lumbia’ and other similar works, 
which may be found on request at 
the Public and Provincial libraries, 
an interesting history Is to be found 
that caused the naming of our city 
street In memory of some chapter in 
the history of the Empire worth per¬ 
petuating. 

Many of the names of our streets 
call to mind chapters from the naval 
history of this Island; for, as you 
know. Vancouver Island has been 
intimately connected with the activlty 
of the Uoyal Navy for many years, 
end, Indeed, until quite recently -wad 
the location of one of the Empire's 
outposts on the l*acific, when flotillas 
lay in Esquimau harbor watching 
British interests in this far corner 
of the Empire. 

The history of the old trading posts 
of the Hudson's Bay Company—the 
pioneer fur company of the Empire— 
is also well displayed in the naming 
of our streets, and the offloiuis of this 
company, rightly known as ‘‘Gentle¬ 
men Adventurers." played a leading 
part in the development of many of 
the communities that we now know 
In connection with the history of this 
Island and Province. 

The coastal tribes of Indians, who 
were the original and sole inhabitants 
of this island In the days gone by. 
have lent their names to many of 
our streets and places; and here too 
there is a wealth of interesting his¬ 
tory that may be added to your 
knowledge of this land by u little 
careful search along the lines sug¬ 
gested. 

Many Possibilities 

At first sight you might be of thei 
opinion that "lAreet Names’’ are not | 
a very interesting field for exploration 
but a few moments with any re¬ 
putable book on the subject will con¬ 
vince you that many a romance, 
tragedy and comedy, is b<Stind up with 
Ihe common-place name that has been 
given to the streets of this district. 

"Street Names" is only a guide to 
what is intended in this essay con¬ 
test. the same will hold good for all 
the names to places over our Island. 
For Instance at Duncan there are 
to be found the names of Cowlchan
